ORDER 

New Delhi , the 25th April 1960 

G.S.R. 476 . —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary so to do for securing the availability at fair prices of wheat products 
manufactured in roller flour mills in the Union territory of Delhi; 

Now, therefore, in exorcise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) and In supersession of the Delhi Roller Flour 
Mills (Wheat Products) Price Control Order, 1959 published with the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department 
of Food) G.S.R. 690, dated the 13th June, 1969, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order, namely:— 


1. Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Delhi Roller Flour Mills (Wheat Products) Price Control Order, 1960. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Ex-mill price of roller flour mills wheat products.— No roller flour mill shall 
sell any of the undermentioned wheat products ex-mill at a price exceeding the 
price noted against each, namely:— 


Wholemeal atta 
Resultant atta 
Maida 
Soojl 


Rs. 15'29 per maund. 
Rs. 14-04 per maund, 
Rs. 20’04 per maund. 
Rs. 22-04 per maund. 


Explanation.—(a) The prices specified in this clause are for gross weight inclusive 
of the cost of bags; 

Ob) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82-2/7 lbs. 
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3. Retail price of roller flour mills wheat products. —No person shall sell, or 
offer for sale, in retail, any of the undei mentioned wheat products manufactured 
in roller flour mills from imported wheat at a price exceeding the price noted 
against each, namely:— 

Wholemeal atta Two seers and eight and a quarter chhataks to a rupee. 

Resultant atta Two seers and eleven and three quarters chhataks to a 

rupee. 

Maida 54 np. per seer.

60 nP. per seer. 


—The provisions of this Order ore In addition to and not 
in derogation of the provisions of the Wheat Roller Flour Mills (Licensing and 
Ccntrol) Order, 1967,
